Provided for Prosecutions
in Pharmacy Cases.

DRUGGISTS BEFORE COURT

Provisions of the Law Pointed
Out to Justice Crutchfield,

'-; Who Continued Cases.

Unless the Stato Bonrd of Pharmacy
makes the complalnt, every druggiBt ln

Rlchmond can havo nn unreglstercd drujr-
glst behlnd thq counter to compound
pre'sorlptlonB of physicians, and the Com*
monwealth's Attorney nnd tho publlc aro

pqwerless to act in tho matter.
-Thls is the law, as was shown to Justice
Crutohfleld ln Pollco Court yesterday
mornlng, whon several drugglsts were

brought to tho court tijlon Informatlon

necured by Commonwenlth's Attorney
Mlnitree Foikes, tendtng to show that

unregistered clerks had fllled prescrlp-
tions, while no reglatered or asslstant

registered pharmaclst waa nearby. .¦.'.'¦¦.
The Btatute says that the Board of

Pharmacy must he.the lnformant, anrt

that the Commonwealth's Attorney may

then act upon thls Informatlon. lf tho ^
board never acts.and Mr. Folkos showed
that It had not-then tho publlo Is at

the mercy of the unregistered clerks who
flll the prescrlptlons that are wrltten by
physicians.
Justice Crutchfield wns lmpressed wlth

Ihe law, although he dld contlnuo the
:ase until September the lflth, ln order
to allow tho attorneys on each sldo tlmo
ln which to prppare tholr statements re¬

gardlng the case. .But the Justice stated
that It was clear to hls ml.nd that tho
jharges against the drugglsts were not

properly before hlm, and that unless tho
Board of.Pharmacy acted as the Inform-
»nt, lnstend of the Commonwenlth's At¬
torney, he would not be warranted ln
turther proceedlngs.
Some time ago the attentlon of Mr.

Tolkes was called to the fact thnt thero
jvere several unregistered ujerks In tho
.ity who were compoundtng prescrlp'tiona.
_3_* was urged.to take some stops ln tho
notter. Hls Informnnts told hlm thnt
the board lind not acted ln the matter.
thd that it was time for tho courts to
take a hand.

Theso, laws provldo
thnt nll postal cards. to got through thn
mulls at a one-cent rate, must bo mado
of cardbonrd slmllar to that used by the
government In maklng the regulnr poatal
card, lf a card la mado of nny other
materlal It comes under the head of

RA1SED HOW BECAUSE
LAUNDRY WAS LOST

Proprietor- Draws Pistol .on Ne¬
gro, Who Has Him Carried

to Court.
M. .B. Florshelm. proprietor of the

Royal and the New Vork Laundrlcs,
was In. Pollce Court yesterday mornlng
on. the chnrge of threatenlng to shoot
Browley Young, a negro, who clnlmod
that all of hls laundry was not returned
to hlm.
The testimony showed that the negro

had entered the Boyal Laundry and
created a dlsturbance, after having beon
paid 76 conts for seven collarfi, that ho
clalmed hnd been lost. He clalmod thnt
lio had a sult of underwear ln the laundry
and ralsed a dlsturbanco about Lhls.
When he wns ordered out of tho. place
at tho polnt of a revolver, ho eworo
oh't a'Warrant for tho arrest of Mr.
Florshelm.
. Tho caso was dlsmlssed.
Mr. Florshelm, when aaked yoBtordny

if he aoceptod laundry from negroes, as
indlcated by tho testimony ln thls case,
replied ln the afflrmatlve. He said:

"I do not cater to tha colored trade,
but thore are bo many agencles,. and
when tho negroes brlng thelr'laundry here
lt ls received. I have aeveral nogro
patron8 who uro good cuatomera and
whose llnen is aa clean as that sent
by white people. One of tho hotels ln
the olty asked me lf I furnlshed' laundry
to negroes, and I told thom I dld, but
that t dld not espeolally cater to tho
trade,"
